A very gaudy
and particularly nggresslvo cookntoo wns

Tehomontly, If not eloquently. Tho bird's re-

marks woro obviously not in harmony with tho
proceedings, and exceptions which took tho
form of stones wero immediately Clod. Little
damngo was done.

The front ot Purdy's gun-maki- ostabllsh-men- t
was badly riddled by stones, nnd so woro

nil tho windows in tho shop of Donjamln, the
inhospitable tniloi who recently ndvortlsod that
he wanted no American customers. Sovetnl
(on oilers' shops were badly damagod. The
Wost Lad. Clarldgos, and othor fashionabio
hotels woie filled with badly frlghtonod guests,
and tho proprietors closed the street doors.

Tho property of wine-sho- p keeperB and smnll
tradesmon along the routo followod by tbo mob
to Hyde Park was recklessly destroyed. Tho
damngo was mostly indicted in the streots
leading to Piccadilly. Grosvenor square, and
tbo West End. Many carriages were stopped,
end tho Indies in thorn wore insultod and some-tlmo- s

robbod. Severnl ladlos woro carried to
tho Bucholoi's Club in Hamilton place very
badly frlghtonod and some in a fainting con-
dition.

Lady Randolph Churchill's brougham was
topped in Plccndllly. Bho resolutely ordered

tbo assailant off, nnd then drove rapidly up
Albomurlo street to her home. Tho scenes In
Bouth Audloy street, through which I wnlknd
to dinner, rocallod vividly tho picturos in
"Barnaby lludgo" of tho Gordon riots. Win-
dow glass strewed tho povemont. nnd drunken
rioters were reeling through the street. At
that hour. however, tho pollco wore everywhere
aulatb predominant.

Your correspondent twice droo out and
thrice walked through tho crowd during the
height of tho disorder, and observed that tho
men composing tho gathering wero gouorally

'ot decent appearance, and apparently what
they pretended to be worklngmen. There
was, of course, upon the outskirts, tho usual
Irlngoof bo j s and g bummers, who
mako up in noise and brutality what they lack
in courage and sympathy with the object of tho
assembly, but they wore comparatively few in
number.

Tho reading of the resolutions was accoiiipv
nlod by fierce comment by tho various orators
who stood with Burns. Homo of thoso ointorswont so far as to warn the Government that,nlthough tho starving morhniitcs of London
woro now nttomptlnc to draw attention to tholr
needs by quiet nnd peaceful nuilatlon. they
woroboundto get broad, and would get it by
attacking tho bakers' shops noxt If tbo Gov-
ernment did not coran to their roller. Burns
himself. In one of thnto side spoeohcti,

tho present House of Commons ns n
body of landlords nnd capitalists for whomhanglngwns too good. He also deolared tlmt
tbo peoplo had assembled to summon Parlia-
ment to Immediately rollcvo tho distress of tbo
British worklngmen: that tho peoplo wanted
tho quostlon settled nt once, nnd peacefully, if
possible! othorwlBo rnvoluttonwns Inevitable.

All this so aggravated fio excltoment of thogroat mnb that tho pollco reformed with
force and mado another assault. They

succcoded In forcing tholr way up to the pedes-
tal. They reachod this point lust ns the reso-
lutions, which had already boen nfTi'red and
soconded, wero about to bo submitted to the
mob for approval.

'J ho pollco nl once ordered the procoodlngs
to be discontinued on tno pedestal, and com-
manded Hums nnd his cnllonRUes to romo
dow n. This they l ofused to do. and the ofUcors
tboroupori drugged them down by forco and
drove thorn from tho nndostnl.

It was o Ment that Burns expiictod that the
application of force to htm would praclpltntn a
riot, and It was also npparont that tho officers
Immediately engaged In rumoring the orators
fonrod nttnek. But the men composing tho
mob wero not yet In lighting humor, ana tho
mob contented lteolf for tho tlmo by hooting
tho pollco nnd smothering thorn with flour,
dill, am gnibngo. Tho officers behaved ad-
miral) y nnd attempted no retaliation

After their ejectiou neither Mr. Burns norany cf his onllengues made any further A-
ttempts to get buck. They nl onco left tho
scene und wont to the National Gnllory. Thoy
mounted tho steps, pointed to the doors nnd
windows, and bittorly donouncod tho inmntes.
This looked like an attempt to set tlio mob on
tho building. Tho mobwasextited. but not up
to tho point of vlolenco yet. Burns and his
colleagues, sneltig this, vacated tho Uallory
steps nud proceeded to tho Carlton Club, whero
tho) repeated their tictlcs. By this time tho
mob was tremendous In numbers nndvorglng
on desporntlon. Stories nt what tho police had
said and done at the Nelson column bad been
circulated from mouth to mouth, exaggerated
with overy lepotltlon, until the "starving me-
chanics " worn convinced that tho authorities
hPd nctunlly dni ed them to a conflict.

Uiiuh lire r.swnj ready for Ignition nnd within
touching dUtnnco wis inflamed by tho
"necdies dolivor-'- on the Carlton CIuu'h stei s.
Tho mob wns fcplitupinto many divisions by
belnc forced down tho different streets by the
preiiuro from Tr ifa'irar cquaro to get nearer
tho occurrences nt tho club houses, nud tho va-
rious divisions started off. hooting, howling,
nnd challenging the authorities. Tho Invaded
elioots wine at once abandoned to tbo rioters,
who. Undine thomsuives no longer opposed,
vented tholr 111 will ngnlnst d people
and ajtalnst the clubs by stoning tho dwellings
nnd club houses .t'onc tho way.

At 7 P. M. all thet i art of the city in tho
neighborhood of the National Gallorv, and tho
Carlton and Hofoiin Clubs was in the pos.o6Slou
of inobn. Several faction tights hnd nlready '
taken place nmong the rioter, and n furious
mob was mnrdilug through St. James street
and Plcadlllv on Its vwy to Hide Park to hold
a mootlrg. Tho mob was cuuin tho nuthorl-t'o- s

Ml irking simps s icklng saloons, getting
drunk, and smashing windows.

On Its vv "vv to Hyde Park tho front of tho mob
mi la an effort to ontr the Win Ofllco, but
turned when tlm sentinel at tho ciitinnco
coi'.fionte I tlio in triidore with his bayonet. Con-
spicuous ninong ih buildings attacked by thin
mob was that occupied by tho L)ovonhir Club
and that ceeuiiio.! as a by Mr. Ar-
nold Moilov. the newly appointed l'ationaco
Socrntr.ry. Tho pnllco along tho route to Hvdo
Pnik viero briuhodout of tho way by the riot-
ers as f,o many nvn o straw, nnd many of the
olllcers woro tenlblv whipped for their Inter-
ference.

That jnrtof the Trafalgar bqunro mob which
wont to 11) do Park nis eo.uposudof 'ho mobs
that had tilled up Cockspur street, Pall Mall,
and fet. James street when tho Canton Club was
attacivod. This long drawn out throng bnnt nt
lfigcnt street, which begins at the Pall Mall
about half way between Nelson's monument
nud St. .latin's street, und moved northward
through llegont etroot to Plccndllly, a quarter
of a nillo away, nnd. passing around llfgent'a
clreus, went north again through Urgent street
a half mile to Oxford circus. TI.o rioters
turned bore to tlm left, and wont wost down
Oxford street to Hydo Park, somo

a mile.
This routo was undoubtedly ehoin by tho

loaders for the purposu of keeping the crowd
on sale ground, ns tliuy would bo on tho north
side of the park. If the mob bsd cono along
St James street to Piccadilly and then to Park
lano it might hnvo run too noar tho barracks
on the south sldo of tbo nark. It was that nnrt
of tho mob which was drawn cast througn S'.
Jaino" struct to ilngent that attempted to outer
the WarOfllooopD bite St. James's square, but
which wi.s scared away. Mr. Arnold Morloy's
rosidente Is in tho Pkcudllly portion ot this
route. The houso was formerly occupied by
John Bright, and win woll known to many of
tho mob. Whon the riotorB opproaoliod tho
houso y Mr. Morloy v.ns In. He loudly
eullod for help, and nnumbnrof bravo police-
men for a moment stood in the way of tho men.
But ilimlly thoy were swept usldo llko chuff,
and a host of desperate men rushod up Mr.
Moriey's steps.

He had Inckod and barricadod his door, but
It was burst open ngnlnst his face, nnd the
houso was ovoirun despite his frantic screams
nnd protests. Wheu the Invaders went away
they left scarcely a sound pano of glass In the
building.

A very groat number of othor privuto houses
along the mob's route fared much worse than
did .John Brlght's old home.

Tlio Uevonshim Clubs houso, which had
boon pmvlousl) attacked, Is In St, Jiunos stri'iit.
Tho attack upon this building took place nt the
very beginning of tho liot.nnd won very savage.

Hatctiett's Hotel Is a largo and n

hostelry ut 07 nnd 01 Piccadilly. Wheu tho
mnb iui-o- d this locnllty many of tho rank and
file worn hungry, nnd they made a rush for the
hotel. They had It In their possession In a
moinont. and thoy sacked it of food anddrlnk
and left the building badly wrecked.

As the men wro leaving tho lintel they saw a
carriage which had boen piosia-- upngnlnst
tho ciub by the passing procesbton and beon
abandoned b it i frightoued occupants. It wns
eol.od, and iu an Instant broken up, nnd tho
wheal spoil?, shafts, nnd other good plocos
were curried nwai lot clubs,

Tho Turf Club's house, bolng In Piccadilly,
prcsnntod n temptation to tho riotms as thoy
went by. nnd tho sinaohed all IU front doors
and windows with stones. All ulong llegont
nnd Oxford streets, between Pici'Hdilly nnd
Hyde Park, houses woro attacked ludiucrlm-Inntol-

and their windows smashed.
After Burns had boon driven away from the

Nelson ninuuini'iitby the pollen and hndspoken
fiom tho National (iul ery wall and the Carlton
Club steps, a iinvHgi' light took plane between
his adherent", tl n hiiclnlislK, and tlio

Tlin batte nigedtor somn time but
the Socialists iirovnd vli lorloiis.ard thoyllftad
BuriiH to then shoulder, nnd bore him aloft tn
jCeguut Hiiei-t- . where with lilin. thevsuiceoded
In binding tho croud toward Hydo l'.irk, Burns
leading the whole way.

At the paik. when the mob hnd all collected.
Burns again addressed thorn Tills speech was
men more violent than thoothonhohnd made.

sh was well calculated to pet the crowd Icioko
upon tho town. Burns was followed by several
other socialistic si c.ikt rf, nil of wboinldld nil in
tholi power to stir up strife. YWiou tho apeak-in- g

was over, tho mob broke un Into eoctlons
and dlsappiaioil from the scene. Tho main
body went back east along Oxford stieet again.
Thnnflilglitod risidentH along this thorough-
fare wore not yet reenvond irom tholr panic,
nud tho inuli had tho street to thomsplves.
They smashed every window they noticed.

Tho wluo shops woro broken In and their
freely to nuj one who w slu'd

to drink. The beer saloons wero similarly
treated. Tailor shops wero broken Into nnd
tint clothos and rol's of cloth were thrown out
into the strict, to bo taken by thoso strongest
in tho lights wiiich resulted. Kverj porson who
looked like n foreigner was stonod or beaten
from tho street. Scores of tlmos policemen

tosavo assailed property and to make
arrests, but wero overy tlmo lientou and com-
pelled to their prisoners.

Jn tho mean tlmo several thousand rowdies
remained In Trafalgar square, occupying their
tlmo In daring tho police to "couioon," and
In making rushes at the conttnb os and other
obnoxious persons. In one ol these rushes Hie
mob overthrew two heavy, granite .Plllnrs.
Those fell mioss Charing Cross, and blockod
tho truffle to and from the Charing Cross rail-
way station, 'lho pollco made several most
desperate exortlons to clear away this obstruc-
tion, but wero easily rctlstod overr tlmo bytho
mob. This mob hold their around so woll at
Trafalgar souhio Hint until thoy voluntarily
Abandoned tho soeno tlm entile power ot the
pollco proved insulflolent to clear a way to one
of lho most Important rollwiiy stations In tho
world large enough to permit even a single
carriage line to pass to or from lbs depot.

Sometime after dark tha mob gradually left
Trafnlsar They went nway iatlsflpd
that, hVvIng actually collided with lb
poliio. they Ua4 won tha dr.

Tbo scenes t!;!:U chstsotorlrjsd the retreat
of that section of tho lit do Park mob that went
through Oxford street nlso Attended the re-
treat of tho other sections of that crowd.
Every street thoy ontored was surrendered to
thorn, and at midnight tho police reports con-
curred in saving thnt uover before, in the pies-e-

generation, has such a tremondous dis-
turbance occurred in London with so little loss
of blood. Homo officials declare that upward
of fifty thousand men must hnvo boon rioting
for nt least six hours, with absolute possession
ot every thoroughfare they choso to Invade.
Vet no life is reported to have beon tnkon.

If tho police had beon strong otiough to at-
tack the mobnt any point there might hnvo
boon torrlblo records to make. Butnt midnight
oveiythlng Is protty much ns It was yostorday.
and the wholo thing npners to hnvo boon a sort
of nlshtmnro. Whllo It lasted the oity wan
thoroughly excited, but tbo mob was cpnon-tlali- y

Lnglish It inndo a frightful demonstra-
tion, was not roslstod. and wont to bsd at tho
usual tlmo.

According to Inter estimates there wero 15.-0-

persons ohgngod lb tho Trafalgar square
demonstration. Two-third- s ot the crowd wero
unemployed worklngmen, while theromaluder
woro Socialists. Tho two sections wero not In
accord, and thero woro frequent collisions

them. The worklngmen took no part
In tho riotous acta that followed the mooting
in Trafalgar equate. The Socialists, aroused
to fury bytho violent tirades of tho speakers
In tho square, arcatod a threo-hour- s' reign ot
terror, Jowolry shops were broken Into, nnd
their contents carrlod off by the mob. Car-
riages containing ladles worostopDod on tho
streets, nnd tho occupants forced to nllglit.
Somo ot tho rioters ontored tho vehicles, and
drove at tbo head ot tho crowd. Tbo mob
swept through tho streots, shouting:

"Smash tho windowsl Lot's get lnsldo tho
shops 1"

All decently attired persons who oncountorod
the rioters woro maltreated, tho wearers ot
silk hats meeting with particularly rough
usage.

Lord Hnndolph Churchill nnponrod nt a win-
dow ot the Carlton Club building whon tbo mob
reached tboro. Ho wns loudly hooted and
menaced with c'onchod lists bv tho rioters.

Tho most violent nels wero committed on
North and South Audley streots and Oxfoid
street. Probably 201 shops nnd a dozen olub
houses wero sorlously damagod. and about
fifty shops wero pillaged, including lewellors',
bakers'. uutchors nud wine shops. Hundreds
of InoffeiiBlvo peoplo worn maltreated. The
poliio woro powerless nt first, but they ulti-
mately succooded In restoring ordor by break-
ing up the tanks ot tho rioters into small
squads. Tho military wero kept under nrms
all theovoiilng, whllo policemen patrolled tho
Streets.

Tho leaders of the Socialists, especially
Buri.s. Hyndman, Williams, nnd Champion,
the last named of whom Is an ot
nitlllory. will probably bo prosecuted.

In uumeious Instances shnpkoepnrs lost
property to tlie value of from 30 to 50. Mr.
Orchard, n jeweller, estimates that watches and
jowolry to tho value of f'ldO wero stolon from
his shop.

In Imslnosa bavo been absolutely ruined.
One tradesman with a revolver succeeded In
forcing tlin rioters to rotrnt from his shop.

Two printers mimed .Savory nnd Beecroft
nnd a laborer named Paul bavo beon arrested
ehaigad with ri iliclous damage and tlmfr.
Throe policemen were iniured during the dis-
turbance Pkkpockets worked Industriously
In the throngs Somo of the injured wero taken
to hospitals. Tho rmidencenot Lord Mnnnors
uud Lord Gainsborough vvoio attacked, nnd all
the windows were bioken. At midnight quiet
prevailed throughout tho city.
